GENERAL REGULATIONS AND PRECAUTIONS 


Animals which show symptoms of disease or which come from an area which 
is considered as exposed or quarantined on account of the presence of a highly 
contagious disease, cannot be shown at Wisconsin fairs. 


The Wisconsin Department of Agriculture urges that every precaution be taken 
on the part of exhibitors to use individual utensils in caring for the animals and, 
in particular, to use individual watering buckets. Common watering troughs are 
forbidden. Each exhibitor shall provide himself with water buckets to be used for 
his stock only. 


The Department also urges that all exhibitors thoroughiy clean and disinfect all 
vehicles which are to be usedto transport animals to and from the fair. All animals 
should have room enough to be fed and watered in transit, and they should not be 
unloaded or even left in stockyards during transit or at the time of loading or un- 
loading. Stockyards and stock cars are considered as exposed premises. The 
following special regulations also apply: 


CATTLE 


Cattle may notbe exhibited unless accompanied by the required health records, 
which shall be approved by the State Veterinarian at the time the animals are un- 
loaded at the fairgrounds. All animals exhibited shall be identified by registration 
name and number or by ear tag number. 


Cattle originating from within Wisconsin must be accompanied by a report of a 
negative brucellosis test conducted within 30 days of exhibition, except that such 
report shall not be required for: 


1. Negative cattle from brucellosis free certified herds, if accompanied by a 
copy of the herd certificate. 


2. Official vaccinates not over 30 months of age, without history of abortion, 
if accompanied by an official calfhood vaccination report. 


3. Calves under 8 months of age. 


4. All sale cattle must be brucellosis tested by state controlled laboratory 
within 30 days of sale. 


Cattle from herds under quarantine for tuberculosis are not eligible for exhibi- 


tion. TIT. B. test required of all sale animals within a 30 day period. (This 
qualifies the animal for out-of-state shipment.) 


PENALTIES 


Section 95.19 of the statutes provides that “no person shall...exhibit at any 
fair any animal afflicted with or exposed to any contagious or infectious disease." 
The section also provides that a person violating the secticn is liable to any other 
person who sustains damages because of such violations. 
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Kules and Kegulations 


ELIGIBILITY: The Wisconsin Beef Cattle Futurity Show and Sale is open to 
members of their respective Wisconsin Breeder Association. Entries to be 
shown must be bred in Wisconsin and owned ‘by the Wisconsin exhibitor. 


ENTRY FEE: $10.00 per head was the Futurity fee submitted to be used for 
premiums. $3.00 additional per head was used as show expense. Entries 
to be shown must be bred in Wisconsin and owned by the exhibitor. How- 
ever, calves purchased in dam are eligible. No substitutions are permitted 
after January 15th. 


HEALTH CERTIFICATES AND SALE CATTLE TRANSFERS must be presented 
when the cattle enter the grounds. 


All bulls must be double tied. 


THE AMOUNT OF CASH PREMIUM AWARDS in each class depend upon the 
number entered in each class, and the additional premium funds received. 


Actual sale expense will be deducted on a per head basis. 


$10.00 will be charged for all cattle listed for sale in the catalog, but not 
sold at the time of sale. 


The terms of the sale are cash and all settlements must be made at the 
close of the auction. 


A release slip must be obtained from the clerk before an animal will be per- 
mitted to leave the barns. 


Each animal sold will be held at the purchaser's risk for not more than 24 
hours after the close of the auction. 


All animals will be at owner's risk until soldand at buyer's risk after sold. 
In no case does the General Manager or Sale Committee assume any liability 
in connection with the cattle. 


Health certificates will be furnished by sale consignors showing result of 
T.B. and Bangs test within 30 days prior to the sale. 


All cattle going through the sale ring must change ownership. All transfers 
will be made through the Sale Manager. 


Breeding dates on bred heifers will be announced at Sale time and take 
preference over printed material, but not guaranteed by the Sale Manage- 
ment. 


Mail bids may be sent to Robert F. Thayer, Wisconsin Livestock Breeders 
Association; E.R. Hauser, College of Agriculture; or representatives of the 
breed Associations. 


RELEASE SCHEDULE: All sale cattle may be released following each breed 
sale.

The American Angus Association, St. Joséph, Missouri, will offer $250.00 to the 
Angus breeding classifications. The management will proportion this money according 
to the numbers shown in each class. 


An additional 20% to the premiums over $5.00 in the Junior Heifer Project will be 
offered. 


The American Hereford Association, Hereford Drive, Kansas City, Missouri, offers 
20 per cent of the Hereford classifications on prizes of $5.00 or more, for registered 
Hereford breeding cattle, meeting national office requirements. The Association's share 
will be paid directly from its Kansas City office. 


The American Polled Hereford Association, 1110 Grand Ave., Kansas City, Mis- 
souri, offers $500.00 to be distributed as premium money in the Polled Hereford breed- 
ing classes provided the animals are recorded in the American Polled Hereford Associa- 
tion. This premium money will be paid directly from the Association's office at Kansas 
City. 


The American Shorthorn Breeders’ Association, Omaha, Nebraska offers $200.00 to 
the classes at the 1960 Wisconsin Beef Cattle Futurity Show to be distributed among 
the winners. 
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Quatity Beef Contest 


The first Wisconsin Carcass Steer Contest was held at the 1957 Wisconsin Futur- 
ity. Wisconsin purebred and commercial breeders are eligible to enter steers in 
competition. It is through shows such as this that beef cattle men are better able 
to understand the true market value of beef animals. 

The steers will be judged and graded on foot. Steers will be placed on market 
desirability and value in production of high quality beef. The judges of the carcasses 
will be instructed to select for a high proportion of lean to fat, especially in the high 
priced cuts, and also select carcasses having uniform, yet not excessive fat cover- 
ing. ay will also prefer high quality lean and fat. 

No entry fee will be required. Entries will close March Ist. 
All steers will be mouthed on Thursday, March 10, at 8:00 A.M. 
On-foot classes will be judged at 10 A.M., Thursday, March 10. 
All steers must be halter broke and will be exhibited by tying to a rail. 
Exhibitors will be encouraged to observe all entries and discuss placings. 
5. Immediately following the judging, the cattle will be weighed and taken to 
the packing plant for slaughter. Cattle must be at the plant by 12:00. 
6. Carcass judging is scheduled for Saturday morning, March 12. All car- 
casses will be sold and the proceeds will be transferred to the exhibitor. 
7. A Dutch Treat Breakfast will be open to all at the Oscar Mayer & Co. 
Cafeteria. A complimentary ticket will be issued to each carcass exhibitor. 
8. All steers shown in carcass competition must be bred by the exhibitor. 
9. Steers must meet the following regulations: 
Class I - Steers calved between March 1 and June 30, 1958 - min. 
carcass weight to quality - 625 pounds. (No steers may be shown in 
this class that has more than one pair of its milk teeth replaced by 
permanent teeth. ) 
Class II - Steers calved between July 1 and October 31, 1958 - Min. 
carcass weight to qualify - 540 pounds. (The maximum weight shall 
not exceed 1175 pounds. ) 
Class III - Steers calved between November 1 and March 1, 1959 - 
minimum carcass weight to qualify - 465 pounds. 
10. No health regulations are required for steers. 
11. Entry limited to two steers per exhibitor. 
SALE OF CARCASS STEERS 

All cattle will be slaughtered at the Oscar Mayer & Company plant, Madison, 
Wisconsin, and the carcasses purchased by the company based on cold carcass 
weights. The "Packers Daily Record" will be used to establish the base price for 
each grade and weight. The base price for each grade and weight classification will 
be the highest daily carcass price quotation in the Chicago Packers Daily Record for 
the week of the show, March 7-11. 

The carcasses will be graded according to U. S. Government Standards into the 
grades of Prime, Choice, Good, Standard, and Utility. Each grade will be divided 
into three groups (1, 2, and 3) depending upon the meatiness and ratio of fat to lean 
in each carcass. Group 1 will be the most desirable, being meaty with a large loin 
eye and a minimum of external fat. Group 2 will be less desirable in the amount of 
muscle and free from excessive external covering. Group 3 will be light in muscling 
or have excessive amounts of external finish. The grading and grouping will be done 
by the official judges. 

The prices for the carcasses paid to the exhibitors will be calculated according 
to the following schedule: 

PRIME 1 will receive the base price for prime plus $2.00 per hundred weight. 

PRIME 2 will receive the base price for prime. 

PRIME 3 will receive the base price for prime minus $2.00 per hundred weight. 

CHOICE 1 will receive the base price for choice plus $2.00 per hundred weight. 

CHOICE 2 will receive the base price for choice. 

CHOICE 3 will receive the base price for choice minus $2.00 per hundred weight. 

GOOD 1 will receive the base price for good plus $2.00 per hundred weight. 

GOOD 2 will receive the base price for good. 

GOOD 3 will receive the base price for good minus $2.00 per hundred weight. 

All standard and utility grade cattle will receive base price.

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Junior State Heifer Project 


An opportunity is given at the Wisconsin Futurity Show for junior beef producers 
to exhibit their purebred female beef animals. This program encourages the develop- 
ment of interest in good breeding, feeding and management for our farm youth in beef 
cattle production. 


Two years ago a pilot program was developed in Iowa County through the coopera- 
tion of the county extension and vocational agriculture leaders and the breeders. The 
breeder turned over a purebred heifer from his herd last spring. Each 4-H or FFA 
member carried the animal as a project and followed recommendations of the lowa 
County Beef Committee. At the conclusion of the Futurity, these heifers will be sold 
on a 50-50% basis with the breeder. 


This year, competition in the Junior Heifer Project is open to any boy or girl in 
Wisconsin owning a female between the ages of January 1, 1958 to August 31, 1959. 
Proof of ownership or managerial possession must have been made 60 days prior to 
preliminary entry of November 15, 1959. 


Judging will be done previous to the Open Division show by the same judges. 
The first two placings in each class may enter in the Open Division by making addi- 
tional entry of $10 for Futurity fee following the judging and prior to the open class 
show. 


JUNIOR PREMIUMS 


Each exhibitor submits a $5.00 per head Futurity Fee which will be divided pro- 
portionately to the numbers in each class. This amount will be one-half of the Cash 
Premium Paid in the Open Division. 


In addition, the Wisconsin Beef Breeders' & Feeders' Association offers an equal 
amount to be distributed by the show management to the Junior exhibitors. 


The American Angus Association, St. Joseph, Mo., offers 20% on premiums 
$5.00 or over to the Angus winners. This payment will be made by the association 
directly. 


The American Hereford Association, Hereford Drive, Kansas City, Missouri, 
offers 20 per cent of the Hereford classifications on prizes of $5.00 or more, for reg- 
istered Hereford breeding cattle meeting national office requirements. The Associa- 
tion's share will be paid directly from its Kansas City office.
